It 
seems that Gen. Cronje is willing to 
surrender, but that the young Trans- 
vaalers refuse. The other beleaguered 
Boers are anxious to give up. 


A British doctor who visited the Boer 


lines to see the wounded, found the 
trenches along the river full of wound- 
ed and saw many dead. 


A deserter who came into camp last 


night says that yesterday's bombard- 
ment was appalling in its effects, es- 
pecially in the case of the howitzer 
batteries enfilading the river. The po- 
sition today is practically the same. 
The Boers are strengthening their en- 
trenchments around the laager, but the 
case is hopeless. 


Tho capture of the kopje today has 


given the British a splendid position 
and will prevent a Boer relieving force 
reaching* Cronje. 


Everybody admires the

lights burned. The rockets were ob 
served by patrolmen at the Cape Eliza- 
beth lite saving station, but on accounl 
of the severe gale and high sea the> 
were unable to row across in their boa 
and render the steamer any assistance 
One of the sentinels at Fort Williams 
which is directly opposite where the 
steamer wrnt ashore telephoned the af- 
fair to the city. Pilot Parsons also saw 
the rockets when returning to the city 
and brought in word as soon as possi- 
ble. 


Soon after a boat from the Califor- 


nian commanded by the second officer 
arrived, having 
rowed in from Ram 


Island. Capt. Barclay, the shore cap- 
tain of the Allan line, and Mr. Wain- 
wright, the general manager, were im- 
mediately notified. Capt. Barclay char- 
tered the ocean tug Piedmont to go to 
the grounded steamer and render any 
assistance possible. On getting outside 
such a heavy sea was encountered thai 
the tug was compelled to come to an- 
chor fuinly 
a 
half mile from the 


steamer. 


About 10 o'clock 
this forenoon the 


life saving station arrived on trucks 
.at Fort Williams, a distance of about 
seven miles from the station.' The life 
savers launched a boat and put off for 
the steamer, intending to transfer the 
passngers from the steamer to the tug 
Pidmont. Some of the women passen- 
gers desired to be transferred, but on 
seeing the 
manner in which the life 


boat pitched and rolled, they decided 
not to leave the ship. 


Most of the local sea faring men are 


of the opinion that the 
rocks have 


penetrated the bottom of the vessel in 
several places and they 
doubt very 


much if she can be saved. Several ol 
the compartmnts are 
full of water, 


which had risen to such a height in 
the flre room that the fires beneath 
the boilers have been xtlngulshed. 


Capt. Barclay says that the hold is 


full of water, the fires are extinguish- 
ed, there is a heavy sea and the pass- 
engers are perfectly safe. They elect- 
ed not to be transferred. 


The ship is laying under the lee of 


Ram Island and the ledge and although 
the waves are breaking with great 
force, the ledge- acts as a breakwater, 
and protects the ship which is laying 
motionless and setting as easy as 
though anchored. The wind Is now 
blowing strongly from the westward 
and the sea is rapidly subsiding. 


The passengers will 
probably be 


taken off tomorrow morning without 
danger. If the sea is smooth Monday 
the work of removing the cargo will 
commence at once. The local official 
feel confident that the ship can be float- 
ed although In a damaged condition. 
They will wreck the ship themselves. 


At 7 o'clock tonight there Is a wester- 


ly wind and the conditions are favor- 
able. 


This was the third trip the Cali- 


fornian has' made this season from this 
port. She was bound to Glasgow by 
way of Halifax. She arrived In Port- 
land the latter part of last week. Her 
cargo Is about 3000 tons and valued at 
$300,000. A full manifest cannot be ob- 
tained before tomorrow, but at the Al- 
lan office, It was ascertained that the 
principal items Include 2500 boxes of 
meat, 3,000 pieces of fresh meats, 1200 
pails ot lard. 2000 barrels of apples, 
1600 boxes of cheese and a large con- 
signment of grain and general cargo. 
The greater part of the cargo was pro- 
bably insured by the consignees. It.is 
not known whether the ship was In- 
sured. 


There are six cabin, five Intermediate 


and ten > steerage passengers besides a 
crew ot 75 men. The cabin passengers 
are Mr. and Mrs. Hatton, Montreal; 
Mr. and Mrs. D. Wilson, Toronto; Miss 
Bailey, Ottawa; Mr. Browell, Eaqui- 
mault, B. C. It Is impossible to secure 
tbe names of tbe others as there are 
only two lists, one In the possession ot 
the personnel of the ship, and the other 
In the.malls for Montreal.

GENERAL FORECAST.

The cold wave which extended over 


tho Atlantic coast districts Saturday 
night and Sunday has been followed by 
a general rise in temperature west of 
the Alleghany mountains. This cold 
wave carried the line of zero temper- 
atures south of the Ohio river, and 
was attended by freezing temperature 
and heavy frost Sunday morning to 
southern Georgia. 


The low barometer area which pre- 


ceded the cold wave Is central this 
evening over the lower St. Lawren 
valley with lowest barometcric pres- 
sure 28.56 .inches at Father Point. This 
depression has caused high westerly 
winds on the south Atlantic coast and 
severe westerly gales from 
Hatteras 


northward. Fair 
weather , prevails 


generally east of the Rocky mountains, 
although snow is reported in areas In 
the lake regions and the states of tbe 
Missouri valley. During Monday the 
temperature will moderate from 
the 


Mississippi valley to 
the 
Atlantic 


coast. Snow flurries are likely to oc- 
cur In the Ohio valley and the western 
lake region and increasing, cloudiness 
and rain is indicated for the south- 
western states. In tbe

and 


northwest the weather will he more or 
less cloudy and warmer.

SIX WAREHOUSES BURNED. 


Suburb of Paris Has Serious Confla- 


gration—Several Injured by 


Explosions. 


Paris, Feb. 25. As a result ot a 


flre that broke out this morning at 
St. Ouen, a supurb of Paris, in a col- 
lection of alcohol and oil stores, a 
series of explosions occurred, spread- 
ing the flames until a block of six im- 
mense warehouses was involved in a 
huge conflagration. A great concourse 
o/~spectators had assembled and had 
approached too near, when suddenly 
and unexpectedly, the explosions oc- 
curred. A large number of people, in- 
cluding some firemen, were moce or 
less Injured. 


The last explosion occurred at 6 


o'clock this afternoon when it was 
^bought that ail such danger had been 
averted. Thirty persons were Injured 
ay flying debris. The official computa- 
tion shows that one hundred and fifty 
were hurt and quite a number serious- 
ly.

gor, and continued with, unabated fury 
until noon. The rain began to fall 
gently at about midnight, and then 
gave no promise of the great storm 
which was to follow.

There was a sticky closeness In the 


air all the evening of Saturday which, 
if thought of at all, would ha\o at once 
betokened thunder aud lightning, but 
this sort of thing is so rare at this 
season of the year that! probably no- 
body dreamed of such j a thing. So 
•ft hen the rumbling was beard from the 
heavens at about 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing the sleepy ones who were aroused 
thought of the ice Jam, |and wondered 
if the stocks in the cellars of their 
stores on Broad and Exchange streets 
were going to be drowned.

men anil horses hauling poles. Car 
penters began to cut the places for 
the cross bars, and up at Veazie the 
forges blaze 1 while the smiths forged 
700 iron braces. 


All the other available men were 


sent out on the line to saw down thp 
stubs, and to dig holes for tho new 
poles 
Another crew df 16 men, be 


gan to strip the wires from the fallen 
suppotts, and place them in order on 
each side, so that when the new sticks 
aic ready the> can be connected 
to 


the cross bars. Piesident Cutler tele- 
giapbed to Portland and Waterville for 
more linemen nnd will have ten extra 
ones here this morning. 


The other men on the different crews 


worked all nijht stripping poles and 
digging holes. The plan which is be- 
ing cai ried out is to replace only every 
other pole first, and get the 
wires 


strung then when light has been gh- 
eu to Bangor there 
will be time 


enough to put in the others 
All that 
tan be said is that President Cutler's 
men will work night and day till the 
job is finished, and all that human 
labor can accomplish will be done 
With good luck at least only more sun 
will set before the lights in our stores, 
houses and hotels are shining again, 
and the wheels that are turned by the 
electric current are humming.

'during the ten hours of the big storm 
that will cost many dollars to repair, 
not only to the companies^y whom the 
repairs will have to be made, but to \ 
those who are dependent on the con- 
veniences which those companies af- 
ford.

Between Veazie and Bangor 71 poles 


bearing the wires of the Public Works 
Company were blown down and all 
flay Sunday Bangor was without street 
car service and without 'incandescent 
lamps. This was the greatest trouble 
'caused by the gale, and it was quite 
big enough. When the tirst pole went 
the weight of it weakened the others, 
and then they began to fall one after 
another, until the wires were, on the 
ground for a distance of two miles or 
more. It was impossible [ to 
get 
at 


work on the repairs of the poles till the 
storm bad spent itself, and it is ex- 
pected that it will be Tuesday, at least, 
before, the damage can be repaired even 
temporarily. 
The city lights were run- 


ning early on Sunday evening, but they 
were weak on account of the great 
quantity of water blown into the river, 
•which affected the wheels at the pump- 
Ing station.

However, when the tide!began to go 


down the wheels were freed and by half 
past eight the street lights were shin- 
ing as brightly as ever. The fact that 
there were any lights to shine is due 
to the energy and persistence of City 
Electrician Hideout, who ,had a craw 
at work all day Sunday straightening 
Out the tangles of wire that w ere found 
and picking up the Ilghtsi themselves, 
not a few of which were found on the 
ground beneath tr 2 arms which should 
have supported them. More than 25 
globes were found broken.; and had to 
be replaced, and when evening came

tragedy happened 
off 
Narcagansett 


pier shortly after 1 o'clock this morning 
when the barge Gen. Wiley foundered 
during th southeast gale. Capt. Har- 
old and four little children were drown- 
ed in spite of all efforts to save them. 


The tug James Hughes, commanded 


by Capt. George 
McGoldrick, of this 


city, arrived In port early this fore- 
noon and reported the loss of the barge 


Tho James Hughes left Stonington 


Saturday night with baigcs Advance, 
Sherwood, 
J. 
H. Hyland and Gen. 


Wiley In tow. bound for Providence 
The wind blew furiously by the time 
the tug and barges were off Watch 
Hill and a towering 
sea thundered 


against .the bides and over the decks 
of the deep laden and wallowing coal 
barges. 


The Wiley, for reasons, could stand 


but a very limited amount of pounding. 
A few solid hills of green water fell 
heavily on her decks, 
smashing her 


hatches, and then the doomed vebsel 
filled very quickiv 


She parted her hawser 
when she 


went down and Capt McColdnck did 
all that was possible to rescue the fam- 
ily on board, standing by in hopes of 
picking up the survivors. As the craft 
foundered she capsized, thus dumping 
out nearly all the coal, and thus light- 
ened, rose to tho surface. Not a sign 
of life could be seen anywhere about 
the barge or In her vicinity, and Capt 
McGoldrick was obliged to continue on 
his course. 


The tug Ivanhoe was close by with a 


barge bound for New Bedford and put 
into Newport at tbe request of Capt 
McGoldriok to report the loss of the 
Wiley. The Ivanhoe also took part in 
the search for the survivors.

A GARF1ELD STORY. 


W. B. Fasig was surrounded by a 


knot of horsemen at the Hollenden, 
answering questions as to the record of 
this horse and that, 
until some one 


twitted him on the excellence of his 
memory. 
"Well," he said, 
"my 


memory is pretty good, but I can tell 
you of a man who had a remarkable 
memory, and that was the late Presi- 
dent James A. Garfleld When I was 1C 
years old I ran away from school and 
enlisted In Garfleld's regiment, the 
Forty-second Ohio 
Down In eastern 


Kentucky, Garfleld, who although only 
a colonel, was brigade commander, or- 
ganized a raid on Pound Gap, a 
strong position, and personally selected 
a detachment from each company in 
the regiment to take part m the at- 
tack. I wasn't lucky enough to bo se- 
lected for the work, but I was cra^y to 
go, and when the cavalry started out i 
borrowed a mule from 
the quarter- 


master when he wasn't looking and 
went with the mounted troops who hid 
me 
In due season I found my regi- 


ment, tied my mule, and joined the 
ranks. Well, we took the place Then 
I went back to my mule and made 
tracks for the camp It was dark, and 
I lost my way and remained missing 
five days. After I returned I was maicli- 
ed up to Garfield, who examined me, 
listened to what I had to say, and then 
sent me to my tent under arrest, telling 
me I would bo court-martialed 
Five 


minutes later a boat came down the 
river, carrying Garfleld's commission 
as a brigadier-general, and ordering 
htm to join Thomas with his command, 
and in the flurry my case was forgotten. 
Years after the war I attended a reun- 
ion of my regiment in Ashland, and the 
flrst thing Garfleld said when he saw 
me was: 'Look here, Fasig, you never 
had that court-martial I promised 
you'."—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

ACCURACY IN TIME. 


(New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.) 


"I read an interesting article the 


other day on how standard time is 
secured," said a New Orleans college 
professor, "but it omitted one impo;-- 
tant point which was explained to me 
by a member of the Smithsonian staff 
last time I was in Washington. The 
time observations at the different ob- 
servatories, by which the standard is 
established, are taken by noting the 
exact instant at which some certain 
designated star crosses a line on the 
object glass of the telescope. The in- 
strument is pointed at the star, and as 
soon as it touches the line the observer 
presses a button that maues a mark on 
the slowly revolving cylinder. The 
cylinder Is divided into spaces corres- 
ponding to minutes and seconds, and 
the mark consequently indicates the 
precise fraction of time at which tho 
star arrived at a given place in the sky. 
How that is checked against other ob- 
servations, taken at different localities 
In exactly the same way, and forms 
the basis of a calculation by which the 
chronometers of the woild are ad- 
justed, is something I won't attempt to 
explain. 


"The point I had in mind is this* 


The pressing of the" button and making 
the mark on the cylinder is theoreti- 
cally instantaneous, but really it Isn't 
Between the Instant that the observer 
sees the star touch the line and the in- 
stant that his finger pushes the buttop, 
is a brief lapse of time consumed by 
the transit of the impulse from 
his 


brain to his hand. To the non-scien- 
tific man it would seem Absurd to take 
account of such infinitesimal intervals, 
but to delicate calculations they ars 
highly important. Not long ago an in- 
strument was built that records the 
exact speed of brain Impulse in 
differ- 


ent people 
The subject is told to 


press a button as soon as a figure ap- 
pears on a dial, and It takes the aver- 
age person nearly half a second to do 
so. That interval, required by the 
nerves to do their telegraphing from 
the eye to the finger tip. is now taken 
into consideiation in making the com- 
putations for standard time. By fall- 
ing to allow for it in the past, the 
chronometers have been in error from 
five to ten seconds a year. The detail 
is 
curiously Impressive because It 


shows what extraordinary pains are 
taken to secure absolute accuracy.

The Congress of the Confederation 


passed a resolution Septi 13, 1788, di- 
recting that the choice of Electors of 
President and Vice President should 
take place on the first Wednesday of 
January, 1789, and under this resolu- 
tion the election of the first President 
took place. Under the Constitution the 
method of choosing the jElectors was 
left to the determination jot the Legis- 
latures of the several States, and it will 
be seen that in Massachusetts, as in 
several of the other States, it was sev- 
eral years before there v, as any settled 
method.

1 Maine insurance men will be inter- 
ested in an article published in a 
journal devoted to their business, on 
the topic of "Negligence in Fire Risks," 
coming as it does after a disastrous 
year in Maine. Commissioner Carr is 
glad to see that ideas arc advanced to 
overcome the great lire loss. 
The 


article reads as follows: 


Combine negligence with fantry con- 


struction, and fire insurance has a risk 
Jthat is extremely risky. Faults of con- 
struction may be removed or corrected 
in the course of time under municipal 
ordinances and underwriters' regula- 
ttions, but negligence is a factor oC tbe 
(moral hazard that each individual must 
correct, either through a realization of 
his responsibility or through the un- 
derwriters' intimations that something 
may happen in the line of higher rates 
in law, negligence is "a violation 01 
the obligation to exercise care and 
caution In what one does, the omission 
to use that care which the law under 
the circumstances icquires." 


In fire insurance, negligence, beyond 


the negligence referred to iu^hc stand- 
ard policy, is a violation of Jhe tnsur- 
ed's obligation, largely moial, to exer- 
cise care in maintaining clean condi- 
tions, removing rubbish, ashes and in- 
flammable material 
and correcting 


faults 
of management that tend to 


causa fires. 


Underwriters have been obliged to 


take negligence into account in making 
and maintaining rates of permiums for 
insurance, and in Philadelphia the pro- 
position has been advanced to have 
risks inspected more, carefully for un- 
clean conditions, lack of care and de- 
fects due to poor management. If the 
requirements of the underwriters' in- 
spection bureaus ate not complied with 
within a given time, the proposition Is 
that tbe rate be advanced 25 per cent, 
and held that for a year at least be- 
fore a rerating can Le obtained, unless 
there is a chance in the hazard or in 
the occupancy necessitating a leratmg 
In the meantime. 


An insurance company can cancel its 


policy on a defective risk and thereby 
reduce, its chances of meeting a loss, 
but in ordinary cases of neglect it has 
been deemed a wiser policy to induce 
caie and attention in the management 
of property and have, ribks impioved 
to the proper standard. 


In its latest pamphlet the National 


Board of Flro Underwriters refeiied 
to intelligent luting, with charges for 
negligence arid faults ot consti uctlon, 
and said: 


"If State Legislatures would let in- 


surances companies conduct their busi- 
ness without inte'r're'rence', in the same 
manner that they perrtnt merchants to 
conduct their callings without legisla- 
tive restrictions, the business would 
regulate Iself; 
but if they undeitaKe 


conscientiously to regulate insurance 
in the real Interest of the community 
they should insist upon intelligent rat- 
Ing, 
which would carefully discrimin- 


ate by higher charges for faults of 
jonstructlon, faults of management 
and negligence resulting in tires, and 
upon careful inspection and a confer- 
ence to secure comparison of experi- 
ence and the broadest basis Cor fixing 
prices. 
It should be borne in mind that the 


payment for a tire by an Insurance 
company simpl> distributes the loss ol 
the individual upon the entire com- 
munity: it does not restore anything 
Such drains upon the resources of tbe 
country must be felt In higher rates 
for insuiance, higher taxation, and in, 
financial depression. 
They are to a 


large exte.nt preventable, and intelli- 
gent inspection and 
discriminating 


rating by insurance companies would 
secure this end.
